Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach the die with die body inserted in a die mounting hole with the 
oblique fluid injection ports and the longitudinally extending outer surface of the core 
that abuts a longitudinally extending inner surface of the die body. The closest prior art, 
Keyes, teaches a die located in a mounting hole with the injection ports but lacks the 
claimed core. The other closest prior art, Bezama and Andrusch, both teach an upper 
die body that is located on top of the core, however, this lacks the abutment between 
the longitudinally extending outer surface of the core with the longitudinally inner 
surface of the die body. The prior art of record also fails to the teach the arrangement 
of the claimed seal elements within the claimed configuration. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
